He was fearful, the Finance 
Minister said, over the $3.3 bil- 
lon trade deficit — as compared 
with $1 billion only two years 
ago. He pointed to the danger 
of not having enough money to 
buy the raw materials abroad 
needed for industry. 

The new economic programme 
was intended to forestall the 
need for 2 supplementary budget 
amounting to IL1.85 billion, he 
said. “We hope local councils, 
universities and public institu- 
tions will follow suit, and tighten 
their belts.”

. Industry balks 
at new plan

TEL AVIV. — The presidium of 
the Manufacturers Association, at 
an extraordinary meeting yesterday 
afternoon to discuss the new eco- 
nomic programme, decided to “view 
it with grave concern.” 
Specifically it was pointed out that 
Industry would be one of the worst 
hit sectors of the economy, since 


it would be “pressured from both , 


sides.” On one hand, they said, 
higher interest would sidetrack in- 
vestment money from industry: on 
the other hand, the higher “pre- 
miums” would not be sufficient to 
encourage exports. 

On the home market, they main- 
tained, depriving the workers of a 
part of their new Cost-of-Living 
allowances would lessen their pur- 
chasing power, and thus the local 
market would dwindle. Moreover, 
the manufacturers — who will have 
to pay the full Cost-of-Living pay- 
ment (1.200 in most cases) 
would be forced to raise prices, thus 
making their goods more costly and 
less available. 

Mark Mosevics, president of the 
association, said the Government 
should present an overall plan whose 
main purpose would be to streng- 
then the productive elements In the 
economy, mot to weaken them. 

The Government export premiunis 
poHcy also came in for criticism 
‘by Export Institute Director-General 
Avraham Dar. The Institute has 


that exporters receive an increase 
in the credits which they receive 
for each dollar earned. 


Cities threaten 
to raise rates -

TEL AVIV. — The Union of Local 
Authorities has threatened to raise 
local rates unless the Finance Minis- 
try pays for the increase in muni- 
cipal spending following the recent 
wage agreement. 

Union chairman Holon Mayor 
Pinhas Eylon said the wage agree- 
ment will take 14180m. from al- 
ready-depleted city coffers. He said 
there is no way the cities can meet 
the greater cost at their present in- 
come levels. Even before the agree- 
ment they had severe deficits, he 
stressed. 

Mr. Bylon said that, if the cities 
ace forced to hike rates, it may be 
by a8 much as 50 per cent. They 
already went up an average of 60 
per cent in April, at the beginning 
of the current fiscal year.
